1 itan wife, who was Miss Grace Oerr 

of Louisville, Ky., have been placed 

in mourning by the death of his mother, 

the Hon. Mrs. Thomas bn Wynn. 

Lord Newborough, it may be recalled, suc- 

ceeded hig grandfather in this Irish peerage, 

which dates from the year of the proclama- 

lon pf the independence of the United 

tes, so that his mother was never per- 
mitted to enjoy the title or the coronet. 

The titles ‘of Lord and Lady Newborough 
are more widely known on the continent of 
Europe than those of any other members of 
the Irish peerage, owing to the extraordinary 
romance of the wife of the firet Lord New- 
borough, who was able to convince a large 
number of persons that, despite her pre- 
nuptial career on the stage as a ballerina, 
under the name of Marid Stella, she was in 
reality 4 royal princess, thé daughter of 
Duke “ Egalite’’ of Orleans and of the 
duchess, and that she was the victim of a sub- 
stitution in the cradle, where her place had 
been taken by 4 baby boy, born on the same 
night as herself, who, according to her, wes 
the son of the jailer Chiappini of Modigliana, 
in Tuscany, and who subsequently became 
ruler of France as King Louis Philippe.

Maria Stella was on the stage at Florence, 
at the theater of the Plaza Vecclila, when 
she attracted the attention of the first Lord 
Newborough, who became so infatuated that 
he ended by marrying her, After twenty 
years of marriage she became a widow, and 
four years later contracted a second mar- 
riage with the Russian Baron Ungern- 
Sternberg. 

In 1820, being a woman of 47 at the timeand 
separated from her second husband, Lady 
Newborough found herself in Italy at the 
time when Laurenzio Chlappinl, the former 
jailer of Modigliana, died at Florence. She 
visited him repeatedly during his last U- 
ness, and afterwards claimed to have re 
ceived from him a letter, which she showed, 
which bore his signature, in which he con- 
fessed that she was not his daughter, but the 
child of a French noble, with whom he had 
exchanged babies in August, 1778, at Mo- 
digliana.

Equipped with this letter she managed to 
obtain from tho tribunal of the Grandduchy 
of Tuscany adecreecrderinm: ‘ic amendrient

Comtesse de Join ie of Fra ce, instead ot 
the daughter of Laurerzio Chiapvini. This 
decree bore the date of May 20, 1824. 

On the strength of this decree Lady New- 
borough—for she had retained her English 
title after her second marriage—bullt up a 
story to the effect that she was the lawful 
daughter of Egalite and of hig consort, 
and that Louis Philippe was merely a change- 
ling. In fact, she embodied this story in a 
pamphlet which bore the title of Marla 
Stella; or, Criminal Substitution of a Maiden 
of the Most Illustrious Rank for a Boy of the 
Most Lowly Parentage.” This pamphlet was 
circulated far and wide. It was gent to every 
monarchbical court in Europe and for a time 
found pretty general credence. Lady New- 
borough went so far as to attempt to institute 
legal procedings in the French courts in 
1888 with the object of establishing her 
claim to be a royal priricess of France. But 
the Tribunal de la Seine, to which she ad- 
dressed this application, declined to take her 
demand into consideration.

Both the candidate and the treasurer 
of the political committee are required to 
fle, within fifteen days after ‘the election, 
an ‘Kemized statement, together with vouch- 
‘era, of all moneys received and expended and 
from whom and for what purpose. The ens 
penditures are Mmited to printing and trav- 
eling expenses, postage, dissemination of n- 
formation, rent, olerks, janitors, watchers,’ 
employment of counsel, and the conveying of 
infirm voters te the polls.

tor the further suspension ‘of the operation 


of the long and shott haul provision untt! 
the commission shall have passed 2 
applications of the roads for relief f the 
requirements of the provision. 


Roads Must File Rates. 

It ts ordered, thetefore, that the carriers 
may file with the commission such changes in 
their rates as may be necessary in the ord- 
nary course of their business “ continuing, 
under the present rate basis, of adjustments, 
higher rates or. fares at intermediate points 
higher than the combinations of tnterme- 
diate rates or fares, provided that in so doing 
the discrimination against intermediate 
points fs not made greater than that in er- 
istence Aug. 17. 1910, except when a longer 
line or route reduces rates or fares to the 
more distant point for the purpose of meet- 
ting by a direct haul reduction of rates or 
fares that has been mads by the short line, 

Under this proviso established groups 
of points may.be preserved, The commis- 
sion does not hereby approve any rates or 
fares that. may be filed under this permis- 
sion; all auch sates and fares being subject 
to complaint, investigation, and correction 
if they conflict with any ot the provisions 
of the act.” 

It is also ate eted that when the commis- 
sion passes upon any application for relief 
from the of the long and short 
hau! provisions the order issued automatical- 
ly will cancel the permission granted by to- 
day’s order,

MacVYeagh Probab'y Will Stop Custom 
of Compromising Cases. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., Jan. @1.—[Special )—An 
AMleged widespread violation of the federal 
laws by Internal Revenue Commissioner Ca- 
bell and his predecessors was called to the 
attention of Attorney General Wickereham 
today by a delegation of Chicago lawyers in 
the course of an appeal on behalf of convicted 
wine and spirits dealers. It was aaserted 
that the internal revenue commissioner 
makes a constant practice of compromising 
cases of fraud after prosecution is begun in 
violation of the provisione of the statute. 
The lawyers failed to obtain clemency for 
their clients. 

Judge K. M. Landis of the federal court in 
Chicago exposed this practice on the part of 
the internal revenue office and put a stop to 
tt in his jurisdiction. 

MacVeagh to Oppose Compromise, 

It is not unlikely that Secretary of the 
Treasury MacVeagh will take a hand in re- 
forming the compromise policy of the inter- 
nal revenue bureau. The secretary already 
has given emphatic instruction that custom 
frauds shall not be compromised but-that the 
offenders shall be prosecuted to the full ex- 
tent of the law. 

The matter was brought to the attention of 
Mr. Wickersham by Attorneys Clarence Dar- 
row, Willard McEwen, and Elijah Zoline, 
who are seeking the pardon of seven dealers 
in wines and spirits who were cogvicted of 
complicity in the frauds perpetrated by the 
Mitnois Fruit Distilling company. 

Lay Claims to Immunity. 

Mr. Wickersham was informed that while 
Frontel, the proprietor of the fuidit west side 
distillery, may have been justly convicted of 
evading the tax on whisky and raisin wine 
the dealers who purchased the product had 
no guilty knowledge of the fraud. The taxes 
out of which the government was cheated’ 
amounted to about 350.000 and Commissioner 
Cabell agreed to compromise the case for 
* $20.000. Thie Judge Landis declined to ap- 
prove, and the.prosecution continued, with 
the result that the dealers were convicted, 
a#eessed various fines, and sentenced to pen- 
itentiary terms.
